This problem is the design of an open covered space 
to protect the entrance to a building for a Hall of 
Fame.

“AN AQUARIUM” 


A public-spirited citizen, who is greatly interested in 
all forms of aquatic life, is to erect an aquarium for 
the benefit of the people. The city has donated a site 
approximately 40,000 square feet, in a large park lo- 
cated on the outskirts of the city. 

‘The requirements are: 

A building for the exhibition of the smaller forms of 
aquatic life and one or more outdoor pools for the 
larger forms of aquatic life. 

The building shall consist of a large room approxi- 
mately 5,000 square feet, and contain one large pool. 
Around the perimeter of this room, or in alcoves, shall 
be arranged small tanks about eight feet long and six 
feet deep, for the exhibition of individual species. These 
tanks shall have glass fronts and shall be lighted either 
naturally or artificially from the top, and may be two 
tiers high, the second tier reached from a balcony. 
There shall be approximately forty compartments 
equally divided between fresh water and salt water 
life. It is desirable to have access at the back of these 
tanks for the attendants. 

There shall be a coatroom and an office for the super- 
intendent near the front entrance, and two small work- 
rooms adajacent to the service entrance.

“MEMORIAL” 


A memorial to aviation is to be situated in a park 
adjacent to an airport. It is to be on the axes at the in- 
tersection of two avenues and therefore all sides are 
important. It is to give a shaft of light to direct air- 
craft. High obstructions are considered objectionable 
and as the light is being directed generally upward, no 
need for a high structure exists. A space 20 feet by 20 
feet is to be allowed for the caretaker and the mechan- 
ism of the light. Tche dimensions shall not exceed 40 
feet in any direction. 

The structure should have an expression of per- 
manence and memorial character and is to be built in 
permanent material with emphasis to its purpose—the 
light. A place for inscriptions is required. ‘he utmost 
freedom is given the competitor.
